Coffee Break Training — 

Continuing our line of disaster response training and an overview of FEMA disaster assistance we are going to 
look at another topic that deserves mentioning. Simply — Legal Assistance! With all the legal ‘mombo 
jumbo’ and legal issues that can come up discussing your assistance application, one can be a little 
overwhelmed. Using a news release from a disaster declaration in Michigan last fall we see what. Below is 
the news release for this subject. 


Michigan Flood Survivors Can Get Free Legal Aid

WARREN, Mich. — Individuals who sustained damage from the August storms and flooding can call the 
Disaster Legal Services hotline at 844-451-0749 for free legal assistance and counseling. 


Through the hotline, volunteer lawyers can help eligible survivors with legal issues related to the disaster. 
Volunteer lawyers can discuss insurance claims, landlord-tenant issues, consumer protection issues and the 
replacement of wills or other important documents that were lost or destroyed during the storm. 


To be eligible for this free legal assistance, applicants must reside in one of the three counties designated for 
Individual Assistance under the federal disaster declaration for the August storms. The counties are Macomb, 
Oakland and Wayne. 


Disaster Legal Services is a federally funded program run under an agreement between the American Bar 
Association’s Young Lawyers Division and the Federal Emergency Management Agency (FEMA). 


Individuals also can register for disaster assistance online at www.DisasterAssistance.gov or via smart phone, 
tablet or web-enabled device at m.fema.gov. Applicants may also call 800-621-3362 or (TTY) users call 800- 
462-7585. The toll-free telephone numbers will operate from 7 a.m. to 11 p.m. EDT seven days a week until 
further notice.

New version of DXMonitor 


Peter, VE3SUN , has released an updated version of his extremely useful programme 
DXMonitor. 


DXMonitor is a standalone Windows program which monitors the DX announcements 
available on the internet at DX Summit, HB9DRV and connections to one or more local and 
international DX Cluster Telnet Servers. 


New DX spots are displayed in the main window with user selectable bands, fonts, colors, and 
highlighting of alerts and local spotters. A band map tracks the current stations on the air by 
frequency. Maps show the openings with buttons to select bands and times. 


The predicted signal strength of the spotted station at your QTH can be displayed with each 
spot. A 24 hour propagation prediction by band takes only one click. 


DX Monitor builds a database of DX Spots, Announcements, and WWV information and 
includes many tools which can be used by DXers to improve their chances of working a new 
country. 


The latest improvement enables import of spots from DXSummit from as far back as 1994 up 
to the current date, with time, date, band, callsign and many other filters.
